This man 
declared that while he had never been to a high school or a uniy ergity, he 
makes more -Taoney than a judge. “We can read and write,” he says’, “and 
add ‘up figures and are not worrying about Latin, or French, or algebra, — 1 
think we get on‘better without it. All the people that 1, know that’ know 
these things seem to be living a long way off, too much education does not 
male a man wise, it males him silly, he doesn't know how to. go after the 


dolar.” i ‘ 
To this man apparently the be-all and end-all of extstence is to make 
money, to accumulate dollars. To him nothing élse matters or counts. He 


ieueregards it as the chief function of mankind,to make money, to be born, move 
on the stage-of human activities; amass as much wealth as. possible, and then 
to pass on- leaving his accuniulations to others wherewjth. to. AMass more, 
because. be cannot take any of his thoney with him. 

What a sorry, inadequate, and altogether small and mean conception of 
life! If every man and woman was actuated by the same ntotives and ideals 
what a disagreeable place this.wotld would be, - There would be ne beauty or 
joy-in life, no real achievement, or advancemerit, no actual ciyllizdtion, only 
# miserly grasping after money. 

The fame newspaper that published this. man’s letter. contained the life 
story of Dr. Charles Steinmetz, who as a mathematician.and electrical expert, 
‘was known and esteemed the world over. 
achievement, not money. He might have made millions, but all he Jeft was 
an old motor cdr and a $f500 insurance: policy ‘which he could not have 
escaped if he would, because it was issued to all veteran employees of the 
firm for which he worked. He might eastly have commanded a salary of 
$100,000 a year, but hé said he would not know ‘what to do with it, that if he 
thought. of money he weuld not work so well, and.that all he wanted was a 
home and his laboratory. * But Dr. Steinmetz has left the whole world richer 
and better because he lived and worked for achievement and not for moneys: 

If Dr. Banting had “gone after thé dollar” the probabilities are he would. 
never have discovered Ingulin, or, having discovered ve patented it him- 
self and made the whole suffering diabetic world pay bute té him and be- 
come @ millionaire. 4 

Suppose this old werld ‘now, and through all the cuntiivies of the past, 
had not had men, and women, too, who “lived a long way off," and who, ac- 
cording to the siandard: set up in the aforémentioned letter, were “silly,” 
what would be the state of mankind today? ‘his false prophet himself 
vould not even be able to read and write and nad up figures. \He would not 
have books to read, assuming he takes time {fom his money-mad race to read; 
he would have no pictures to enjoy;—if in his “getting after thé dollar” his 
, ‘health broke down he would not have available for his relief the wonderful 

discoveries of a Pasteur, a Curie, or any of the achieyements of medical 

science. With all his dollars he could suffer and-die like some dumb animal. 

To ihe man who wrete that letter the Man’ of Sorrows was “silly ” because 
_ did He not say to the rich young ruler: “Sell all that thou hast, and distribute 

into the poor,‘and thou shalt have treasure in Heaven, and come, follow me.” 

Money has its placé, It is essential in this modern world, anddt is the 
duty of a man to make adequate provision for himself and lis family. But 

"money is only a means to an end; not the end itself. 

Education, too, has its place, but like money it is only a means to an end. 
The man or woman who merely goes ‘on from years ‘to year acquiring more 
and more knowledge is. Just as big'a fallure“as the ‘person: who devotes all 
Ume and energy in “going after the dollar.” Such persons are “silly” and 
lose sight of the réal object and Meaning of lmman existence, 

The real thing in life is “Service.” Service to the state; service to one’s 
fellow beings; service to-thé world so that when the time comes to leave it, 
the world is richer and etter because one has lived in and for it. 

~ The rewards of such a Hfe of service are more tangible, more Meeting 
and in every Way more satisfying than merely soing after and accumulating 
dollars.

Where Mastodons Roamed 


Mighty Monsters that Once -Roamed 
the Plains of Canada 

Mighty masfodons, infinitely larger 
than the largest elephant, are said to 
have once rambled over Canada. The 
skeleton of one of these enormous 
creatures was discovered near Lon- 
don, Ont., with tusks elght feet long. 
The greatest mastodon gemetery in 
orth America “Is the valley of Red 
Deer in Alberta, London, Ont., fs 
700 miles south of Red Deer and near- 
ly 1,800 milés~east of it. Through 
this enormous territory, and probably 
also far beyond the bounds of it, roam- 
ed these and other mensters. The 
general opinion of geologists is that 
the mastodon became extinet in the 
Palestine age, the period before the 
advent of man upon earth, but many 
authorities: think it highly probabld 
that the mastodon and man were con- 
temporary for a short period on the 
North American continent, It be- 
longs to the same family as the ele- 
phant, which has survived in Africa 
and in Asia. What Canada looked 
like when it was inhabited by the mas- 
todon must be left to conjecture.
